Ghali: Egypt has not 
softened treaty stance 


CAIRO (OPN: — Egypt made it 
clear yesterday that it has not 
softened its position in the stalled 
peace negotiations with Israel aa a 
result of last weekend's tripartite 
meeting in Brussels, 

Acting Foreign Minister Butros 
Ghali said that Egypt cannot 

in with its defence obligations 
to other Arab states or sign a 
separate peace with Israel that 
would leave the Palestinians out in 
the cold... 

These two issues have deadiocked 
the negotiations, with Israel rejec- 
ting the Egyptian demands and the 
U.S. backing them. 

The Brussels meeting. grouping 
Egyptian Prime Minister Mustapha 
Khalil, Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, examined ways of 
reviving the negotiations. 


But Khalil said on: his return to 
Cairo late on Sunday that an im- 
mediate resumption of the 
negotiations was unlikely. What 
might be possible, he said, is an ‘‘ex- 
change of views’’ between the three 
countries before full-scale 
uegotiations can be continued. 


Ghali made it clear that any 
further talks must ‘be held on 
Egypt's terms. Speaking on Monday 
te a group of Egyptian students 
enrolled at European and American 

universities, Ghali said: ‘In al) 
phases of the negotiations, Egypt 
has affirmed two important prin- 
ciples: the necessity of linking the 
treaty to an overall settlement, and 
priority for Egypt's Arab com- 
mitments over any other com- 
mitments. 

Ghall said that “since the talke 
began and until now,” President 
Anwar Sadat's instructions to Egyp- 
tian negotiators call for “rejecting a 
separate peace and insisting on an 
overall settlement. 

“This settlement,’’ he said, 
“should ensure Israel's withdrawal 
from occupied Arab lands and 
restore to the Palestinians their 
legitimate rights." 

Ghali said Egypt is prepared to 
normalize relations with Israel 
“provided this does not mean that 
Israel will be granted special 
privileges or that Egypt's Arab com- 
mitments will be touched. These 
commitments cannot be the subject 
of bargaining.”

Zipori: Settlement sites being readied

at Camp David). 

Zipori refused to give details but 
he may have been referring in part 
to work in the Ma'aleh Adumim 
area. 

Tractors have been moving earth 
at a site near Efzariya (Bethany) on 
the Jerusalem-Jericho road, for 
what has been described as a perma- 
nent home for the Ma‘aleh Adumim 
settlers. 


But last week the Ministerial 
Settlement Committee decided that 
that site wil] become a suburb of 
Jerusalem and that the Ma‘aleh 
Adumim group should be settled on 
another hill called Pe'era, north af 
their present location. 


The government is also expected 
to decide scon on the future of Shilo, 
half-way between Ramaliah and 
Nablus. The government had claim- 
ed that the Gush Emunim settlers 
there are on an “archeological mis- 
sion.” 


Zipori also reported that extensive 
road building in the West Bank had 
been started. He did not give details, 
but these projects apparently in- 
clude a new road to cross Samaria 
from the Petah Tikva area, and a 
road along the hills overlooking the 
Jordan Valley from Ma'aleh 
Adumim to Ma’aleh Ephraim.

Petrol running out fast 
Thousands riot 


in new wave of 
Teheran turmoil 


TEHERAN. — Police and army 
troops clashed with thousands of 
anti-shah demonstrators In more 
than 20 places in the Iranian capital 
yesterday. The demonstrators set 
fire to at least two doren vehicles and 
paralysed the downtown business 
istrict, martial law authorities said. 

The clashes came as Iran, normal- 
ly the world's second largest 
Petroleum exporter, faced the 
prospect of being virtually without 
petrol within 24 hours if oi] produc- 
tion continued to plummet, govern- 
ment sources sald. 

Authorities said that the rioting 
appeared to be the worst in three 
months. 

They said that responded by 
firing into the air and lobbing tear 
gaa at the crowds. Reporters said 
that one instance of heavy shooting 
lasted at least 20 minutes and that 
troops were out in force. 

The opposition National Front 
claimed that five persons, including 
8 10-year-old boy, were killed and 15 
injured, two critically. 

The martial law authorities sald 
that only one person was killed — a 
27-year-old Polytechnic Institute 
professor, Dr. Kamran Neyatullahi. 
He was shot by troops as he leaned 
out of the window of the Ministry of 
Science and Culture building where 
he was taking part In a sit-in. 


The authorities also said that in the 
holy city of Mashhad, S60km. east of 
Teheran, a traffic policeman was 
knifed during yesterday's distur- 
bances and was taken to a hospital. 
Mobs broke into the hospita) later 
and murdered him, authorities said. 

The National Front said that 
Mashhad's Mositem leader, 
Ayatotlah Said Abdullah Shirazi, led 
thousands in an anti-shah 
demonstration. 

According to a National Front 
spokesman in Teheran, the army 
moved armoured vehicles into the 
streets of Mashhad, where religious 
Jeaders called for a day of mourning 
for victims of a clash last week 
between troops and opposition 
members. 

As the level of street violence in- 
creased, sources said that Iran's ofl 
production had declined so far that 
service stations in the capita! might 
run out of petrol and kerosene within 
24 hours. 

One source said that production 
yesterday was expected to fal] below 


700,000 barrels compared with a dai- 
ly average for this time of year of 6 
million. 

Some 70 oil tankers were moored 
off the main terminal on the Persian 
Gulf waiting for the oil to flow again, 
4 source said. Most of the available 
oil is golng for domestic needs. 


(A delegation from Iran arrived in 
Kuwait yesterday apparently on an 
oil-buying mission for the criais- 
stricken ofl giant. But Kuwait's ΟἹ 
Minister Sheikh Ali Khalifa As-Sabeh 
refused to confirm or deny that the 
Purpose of the mission was to buy 
fuel. although this was widely 
believed to be the case.) 

Demonstrators in Teheran who 
appeared to have Nttle fear of the 
troops shouted “‘Yankee go home” 
and plastered shop and bank win- 
dows with signs warning ‘‘Yankees 
leave by February or be killed."" 

Some of the protestors and 
bystanders on the streets shouted 
threata at Americans and other 
foreigners. 

One American photographer, 
caught in the middle of a demonstra- 
tion near the U.S. embassy, said the 
scene was “frightening.” 

““Troops meant business — Instead 
of starting out by shooting in the air 
they were levelling their guns and 
shooting right at the 
demonstrators," he said. ‘They 
spotted me, chased me, and opened . 
fire right at me three times..."

Riot toll now 101 dead, 150 wounded 
Martial law declared 
in 13 Turkish cities 


ANKARA (UPI). — Some 6,000‘ 


Turkish commendos and 
paratroopers enforced an uneasy 
peace in the city of Kahraman 
Maras in southeastern Turkey 
yesterday and the government 
declared martial law in 18 cities to 
prevent the spread of violence. 

The cities covered by the martial 
law decree included the capital and 
Istanbul. 

The religious rioting that started 
in Kahraman Maras on Friday has 
already claimed a reported 101 dead 
and 150 wounded. Unofficial sources 
said the death toll was likely to 
mount because many of the wounded 
were in grave condition. 

Reports that six persons died in 
related clashes in the Mediterranean 
port of Adana and one in Istanbul 
were not confirmed officially. 

A government spokesman's report 
on the clashes also said that 200 per- 
sons had been arrested by midday 
yesterday. 

The trouble in Kahraman Maras, a 
city of 150,000 some 650 km. by road 
southeast of Ankara, started late on 
Friday when two teachers belonging 
to the left-wing Alevi Moslem sect 
were shot dead in the street. On 
Saturday right-wingers, mostly 
belonging to the Sunni Moslem sect, 


tried to stop a religious ceremony for 
the murdered teachers. 

Fighting between members of the 
rival Alevi and Sunni sects, many of 
them using automatic firearms, 
spread throughout the city and con- 
tinued until troops stopped it late on 
Sunday. 

Prime Minister Bulent Ecevit; in 
an emergency cabinet meeting that 
ended around 4 a.m. yesterday, 
declared martial law in Kahraman 
Maras and 12 other cities which were 
officially described as “sensitive,” 
because of the close cohabitation of © 
the rival sects. 


Besides Ankara, Istanbul, and 
Kharaman Maras, the cities are 
Adana, Elazig, Bingol, Erzincan, Er- 
zurum, Gaziantep, Kars, Malatya, 
Urfa and Sivas. Most of them are in 
southeastern Turkey, a sensitive 
region near the borders of Syria and 
Traq. 


' The government's declaration of 
martial law quickly received the for- 
mal vote of approval from Turkey's 
parliament such action requires un- 
der the country’s constitution. In a 
joint meeting of the National 
Assembly and the Senate the 
declaration was approved by a vote 
of 437 to 1. 


Oslo invites top-level PLO delegation

OSLO. — The Norwegian Foreign 
Ministry spokesman, Porstein Fan- 
doe. yesterday confirmed that a top- 
level Palestine Liberatian Organiza- 
tion delegation will visit Norway ear- 
ly next year at the invitation of the 
Norwegian government. 

At the meeting with senior 
Norwegian Foreign and Defence 
Ministry officials, the PLO delega- 
tion will discuss "practical questions 
of mutual intereat, particularly in 
connection with UNIFIL (UN 
Interim Forees in Lebanon),"’ he 


said. 

(This Norwegian contingent of 
UNIFIL is stationed in the eastern 
sector of South Lebanon between the 
Christian enclave and PLO units and 
maintains regular contact with the 
PLO.)

Six inside volcano survive eruption 


WASHINGTON (AP). — A team of 
four New Zealand and two American 
scientists eacaped uninjured from an 
Antarctic volcano that twice erupted 
on Saturday while they were inside 
seeking gas samples, it was reported 
yesterday. 

A spokesman for the National 
Science Foundation sald a report of 
the incident was confirmed by per- 
sonnel of the U.S. Antarctic research 
base at McMurdo.

Warner Giggenbac of Hamilton, 
New Zcaland. and Included U.S. 
geologists Phil] Kyle and William 
Mcintosh, both of Ohio State Univer- 
sity.

Inflation tops nation’s worries 


Israelis are more worried by infla- 
tion and by the country’s economic 
condition than they are by 
else, according to a public opinion 
poll published yesterday. 


The poll, conducted by the Israel 
Institute of Applied Socia) Research 
and the Hebrew University's Com- 
municationa Institute between 
December 20 and December 24, 
reveals that 90 per cent of the adult 
urban Jewish population were either 
"worried" or ‘‘very worried" about 
inflation. : 


Pollsters found, however, that only 
41 per cent of those questioned were 
“worrled’’ or “very worried’ by 
thelr personal economic position. 
The remaining 59 per cent of the 
sample were less concerned by their 
own economic problems. 

The pol! also showed that 81 per 
cent of those questioned were 
“worried” or ‘‘very worried" by the 
general political situation. Sixty-five 
per cent expressed similar concern 
for the state of the peace talks with 
Egypt, and 35 per cent were op- 
timistic.

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January C-o-L hike 


won't cost treasury

Paying wage-earners a cost-of- 
living Increase in January will cost 
the treasury nothing, according to 
Finance Ministry calculations. 
Because the Histadrut and the 
treasury have reached a de facto 
agreement not to adjust Income tax 
brackets in January, many workers 
will be pushed into higher brackets 
by the increased C-o-L allowance. So 
the treasury's income from taxes 
will cover the state's expenses in C- 
ΟἹ, payments to Its own employees. 
As a result of Histadrut demands 
for a January ΟΣ, adjustment in 
advance of the regular April adjust- 
ment, the Finance Ministry devised 
a formula that would give the 
workers an 8.3 per cent hike. 
Although the Histadrut is expected 
to demand at least 10 per cent, the 
difference in cost to the treasury wil 
not be significant.

TEL AVIV. — A Foreign Ministry 
source yesterday expressed concern 
over the manner in which Britain 
refused to let 22-year-old Yehuda 
Sharabi of Tel Aviv enter the coun- 
try, as was reported on Monday in 
The Jerusalem Post. . 

The source, stating that his only 
knowledge of the incident comes 
from The Post article, said the 
ministry will take up the matter with 
the British authorities after studying 
a letter from Yitzhak Tunik, chair- 
man of the Israel Bar Association. 

Tunik was aboard the El Al flight 
which returned Sharabi to Israel. 
Feeling compassion for the young 
Israeli, the lawyer offered his ser- 
vices. 

Tunik told The Post yesterday that 
he waa later contacted by Sharabi 
and, as a result, wrote a letter to 
Yosef Ciechanover, director-general 
of the Foreign Ministry, regarding 
the matter. 

The ministry source, in explaining 
the concern felt, referred also to a 
British immigtation official's 
reported refusal to allow Sharabi to 
contact the Israeli consul. 

There was also concern over the 
immigration official's reported 
reference to ‘you bloody Jews..." 
when he was examining Sharabi’s 
suitcase, 

In his letter, Tunik noted that it 
was not the fact that Sharabi was 
refused entry that mattered. Britain 
was acting within its rights to refuse 
entry to anyone it chose, and there ia 
no indication that any anti-Israel or 
anti-Jewish bias was involved. 

But, the letter continued, Sharabi 
was stunned by the hostile attitude

-«'He wes. arrested and- held: in 
threatening circumstances for a day 
and a night, together with dozens of 
Arabs, Iranians and others.

a January C-o-L hike. The Histadrut 
says workers should not have to wait 
glx months (that is, untll April) to be 
compensated for soaring prices. 

Ehriich is expected ta inform 
Meshel of the stand the treasury will 
take in an upcoming cabinet meeting 
to discuss the January C-o-L. hike. 

According to the treasury formula, 
the January increase should be 8.3 
per cent, based on the June-to-

— Former Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi emerged last 
night from a one-week stay in prison, 
looking jaunty and well-rested, and 
diselaiming any responsibility for ἃ 
week. of violent demonstrations and 
a jetliner hijacking staged in protest 
against her arrest. 

“I don't think our people indulged 
in violence — certainly not our peo- 
ple — only agents provocateurs — 
certainly not our people," she told 
reporters shortly after leaving 
Deihi’s Tihar fail. 

The 61-year-old opposition leader 
dismissed as ‘‘purely politically 
qnotivated"' parliament's vote one 
week ago to expel and jail her for in- 
terfering with ἃ 1975 legislative 
probe of her son's auto business. 

Nearly 2,000 exultant supporters 
cheered and tossed houquets of 
flowers at her as she appeared at the 
jail gate. 

Gandhi's arrest stirred a week of 
nationwide agitation in which at 
least 16 persons died and more than 


125,000 of her backers were arrested, 
hundreds were injured, buses were 
burned, trains derailed , government 
buildings attacked and a domestic 
jet hijacked. - : 
Since the hijackers surrendered 


‘and nobody was hurt, she told an im- 


promptu news conference, ‘it looks 
like it was a prank...I don't approve 
of hijacking, but I don't think that

THIS STATEMENT serves as the in- 
troduction to a book he wrote about 
his experiences in prison entitled “In 
an Jeraeli Prison — from the diary of 
a political prisoner.” Shilanski sub- 
sequently learned law in prison and 
today is active as a lawyer in 
matters of a political nature. 

In a recent speech to the Israel 


Human Rights Assoctation. 
Shilanski said that it cost the state 
between 1L75,000 and 10100,000 a 
year to keep a prisoner while the cost 
of maintalning 2 boy at 2 good boar- 
ding school is less than IL35,000. 

Shilanski's time in jail, where he 
was granted special rights as a 
political prisoner, made him es- 
pecially sensitive to the problem of 
prison reform. 

He vigorously opposes the moves 
to grant more money to Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg to build more 
prisons. ‘Treating the problem the 
same way is not going to solve 
an: .' he maintains — “there 
has to be a basic difference in ap-

proach.” 
To emphasise hia point he makes 


the following analogy. Most people 
accept. even partly, the theory that 
criminals are to be regarded as 
socially sick. Men resort to crime 
because of thelr background and 
because of their inability to become 
absorbed in the society around them. 
Sick people are treated in hospitals, 
but instead of being helped by δ 
nurse in a white uniform the 
prigoner’s main contact is with ea 
guard with a stick. 

Another basic weakness of the 
system, he says, is that prison in- 
mates are not provided with suf- 
ficient work and when they do work 
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their pay !s ludicrously low. 
Moreover, their wages are kept In a 
special fund which is unlinked, and- 
by the time the man is released the 
little he has managed to save is 
reduced by inflation. 


SHILANSKI sees the solution to the 
Prison problern In the establishment 
of work camps, especially in the 
Negev. 

““There is no reason why the rail 
link to Eilat should not in part be 
built by prison labour or the roads or 
defence installationa involved in the 
Pullback from Sinai,"" he says. 

This would not only repay society 
but would make the prisoners over- 
come their feeling of rejection by 
society, he says. 

“From my own and unannounced 
visits to the prisons as a member of 
the Knesset sub-committee on 
prisons, I am confident that many 
would prefer this kind of ‘punish- 
ment’ and that more than 90 per cent 
would not use the less restrictive 
conditions to escape. The conditions 
of those more problematic inmates 
who have to remain behind in the 
more secure prisons would also be 
improved since there would be less 
crowding,” he maintains. 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S., worried. 


about a deterioration in relations 
with Mexico at a time of substantial 
olf discoveries there, is reassessing 
the manner In which it deals with its 
southern neighbour. 

A just-completed study, known as 
Presidential Review Memorandum 
41, Mets a series of policy options 
which President Jimmy Carter is ex- 
pected to consider before hia visit to 
Mexico in February. 

Mexico has long felt that it was the 
junior partner in its relationship 
with the U.S., but that has all chang- 
ed with the recent estimates that 
Mexico's oll reserves may total up- 
wards of 200 billion barrels. 

This, combined with fresh concern 
about the reliability of Middle East 
ofl supplies, have had a dramatic im- 
pact on the way the U.S. looks upon 
Mexico. 

Carter underscored this point 
earlier this month when he aaid he 
considers U.S. relations with Mexico 
“to be as important as any other that 
we have." 


RAPHAEL MABLER, who died ἃ 
year ago, attached great importance 
to two elements in Jewish history — 
the culture of Jewish society and its 
national-historical awareness.

He did not hide his biases. His 
historical analysis, however, was 
based on an unambiguous moral 
criteria and he condemned anything 
that did not meet these criteria. 

Despite his admiration for the 
Maskilim contribution to Jewish

He hated the assimilatory wing of 
‘Haskala (enlightenment) — 
historians like Isaac Marcus Joat. 

On the threshold of a new age in 
Jewish , Mahler revised his 
moral-political outlook in favour of 
social revolution while preserving 
Jewish values. 

He saw the Haskala movement in 
Galicia as a class movement and, as 
such, he was disappointed with its

But he never forgot to define his 
subject — how the future of Judaism 
appeared to the “faithful and the 
simple.” They, in Mahler’s view, 
were crucial, for it was they who 
watched over the moral spark of the 
Jewish people and any real revolu- 
tion, real revival, had to come from 
them and be for them. 


HE PAID particular attention to 
Polish Hassidiam, which carried the 
seeds of the Haskale. While the 
“empty” Haskala in Poland had no 
social base, the seeds of rationalism | 
bsorbed into the Przysucha- 
Kotzk school of Hassidism, which _ . 
were the movement's major centres 
in Poland. 

Thus, Mahler brought his social 
theory to bear on the fact that the 
Przysucha-Kotzk schools carried 
with them a rich, rational and learn- 
ed Hassidism. 

Mahler scorned the illusion of 
Haskala. Although he was ἃ man of 
progresa, he did not want to lose one 
pear! of Jewish culture.

TEL AVIV. ~ Yoel Ostrowicz, a 
South American businessman who is 
chairman of Israel Petrochemical 
Enterprises (IPE) in Haifa, yester- 
day categorically denied press 
reports (which also appeared in The 
Jerusolem Post) that “he might 
withdraw millions from Israel unless 
the Finance Ministry granted him a 

Joan." 

Ostrowicz said that he had recent- 
ly met with Winance Minister Simha 
Ehriich and heads of the Ministry of 
Industry, Trade and Tourism, but 
denied reports that this meeting had 
been “held in secret." Moreover, he 
had not demanded any government 
guarantee to Insure the profitability 
of IPE or to overcome financial dlf- 
ficulties. 

“Those-who know how to run their 
‘businesses have other ways to en- 
sure profits," he said, adding that 
“IPE does not have any financial dif- 
ficulties."" 

True, he had requested a low- 
interest, unlinked loan, but this re- 
quest was in line with that granted 
other companies to help their ex- 
port drives, 

“If other companies get such ἃ 
loan, there is no reason why IPE 


should be discriminated against,"" he 
said. 

During the’ meeting with the 
Israeli officials he had even offered 
to buy the Ofl Refineries, whose 
main stockholder is the government, 
or alternatively, he had offered to 
‘buy its ethylene plant and diversify 
its output. Either suggestion, if 
accepted, would help diversify these 
enterprises, and step up their output 
and profitability. 

He also suggested setting up a 
joint export company with the Oil 
Refineries for polyethylene (which 
IPH makes). He also offered to buy 
ethylene from the Refineries at the 
price quoted by them, with IPE 
pledging to do its best to export the 
maximum of polyethylene (which is 
made from ethylene). 


Finance Minister Ehriich was es- 
pecially sympathetic to the last two 
suggestions, so ‘there is no place for 
reports that there was a clash with 
him," Ostrowicz said.

Only % of Arab

Israel has 27,000 Arab self- 
employed, but no more than 9,000 of 
them submit annual returns to the 
income tax, a Knesset body was told 
Monday. Israel's Arabs form some 
15 per cent of the total population 
and generate 15 per cent of the GNP, 
but they pay a very much smaller 
share of the income tax, Treasury of- 
ficials told a special sub-committee 
of the Knesset Finance Committee 
set up to deal with tax collection in 
the Arab economic sector.

target for TV hucksters

Israel's children, by and large, 
would like to watch commercials on 
television, along with their favourite 
shows. But kids here are more 
sophisticated about the Big Tube, 
and therefore tend to suspect the 
veracity of the advertiser's claims 
about his product, 

These, along with other findings, 
were reported to The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday by Margalit 
Toledano, a researcher at the 
Hebrew University's Institute of 
Communications. Working under the 
supervision of Dr, Akiva Cohen, 
Toledano sought to learn about 
Israeli children's ‘“‘perception of, 
and reaction to TV commercials."" 

To do this, she interviewed a sam- 
ple of 188 second, fourth and sixth- 
graders in two Jerusalem schoola — 
94 each from the Bet Hayeled 
primary school in upper-income 
Talbieh, and from the David Stone 
school in lower-income Kiryat 
Bayovel. ᾿ 

Toledano chose these age groups 
because she wanted to compare her 
findings with similar atudies made in 
the U.S. Each of the youngsters was 
asked to define such terms as adver- 
tising, salesman, shop, and an- 
nouncer, 

Probing deeper, Toledano then 
asked such questions as '‘What is 
Kinley?"’ and ‘What is ἘΠ Al?" 
Despite their age, more than half the 
children said advertising was not in- 


formation but a means of persuading 


people to do something. 

Most of them also agreed that TV 
advertisements ‘‘sometimes He and 
sometimes tell the truth.'' 
Nevertheless, they wished Israel TV 
would carry commercials, like the 
sample television adverts they were 
shown. 

Though the youngsters tended to 
be more suspicious of TV commer- 
cials, the so-called ‘dispositional 
factors" influencing them were 
similar to those of American 
children of similar age and socio- 
economic background. 


As the child grows older, he 
becomes more aware of the true 
motives of the man or woman talk- 
ing on the TV screen. Also similar to 
the American results, Toledano 
found that Israeli children from 
economically or socially disadvan- 
taged families were more exposed to 
the aims of advertisers. 


If the government decides to in- 
troduce TV commercials, she said, 
the Broadcasting Authority must 
first set down strict and clear 
guidelines governing the content and 
presentation of commercials. 

“And,” she added, "if commercial 
TV arrives in this country, the 
Ministry of Education and Culture 
should introduce courses in schools 
to teach children how to differentiate 
between an advertising message and 
the other items appearing on the TV 
screen."

AT THE END of 1978 the Carter Administration had hoped to bring 
about a triple foreign policy coup: normalization of U.8.-China 
relations; a strategic-arms-limitation treaty with the Soviet 
Union and an Israe]l-Egypt peace treaty. Each one of these ob- 
jectives in itself would have been'a tremendous achievement 
enhancing President Carter's reputation at home and abroad. 
The three together, taking place more or leas at the same time, 
would establish him as a major world figure, 

So far, only the decision to normalize relations with Peking, 
and in the process to abandon Taiwan, has materialized. The 
Israel-Egypt negotiations are still deadlocked, and over the 
weekend, prospects for an early signing of SALT Il diminished 
because of last minute hurdles described esseritially as dis- 
agreement over ‘‘technicalities.”” 

It is difficult to know the nature of these technical hitches, 
because, the parties are purposely vague about them. For years 
the Soviets have been almost paranoic on the -subject of es- 
tablishing an effective inspection and supervision mechanism. 
To overcome this suspicion, the U.S. perfected a system of 
remote supervision. The Russians countered with their own 
radio ‘‘code” to guide the navigation system of their missiles. 
The U.S. opposes the usage of ‘‘codes”’ as harmful to effective 
supervision, which is the foundation of any meaningful arms 
limitation agreement. 

The technicai elements are extremely important for the U.S, 
for it has been basing its defence on land-based Minutemen mis- 
siles, Polaris submarine-launched missiles and long-range 
bombers. Washington also has to be able to protect its European 
allies from both a possible Soviet nuclear attack or an invasion 
hy the armoured divisions of the Warsaw Pact nations. 

Apart from these reasons, there are basic difficulties. Still 
smarting from the Sino-American decision to normalize 
relations, Leonid Brezhnev Goes not want to be stampeded intoa 
SALT-signing ceremony in Washington in early January. He 
does not want to come to the U.S. before the curtain goes up on 
the main show, the visit, at the end of January, of Chinese Depu- 
ty Premier Teng Hsiao-ping to the U.S. The Russians have no in- 
tention of being upstaged by the Chinese. Hence they are 
holding up the proposed Carter-Brezhnev summit. 

As usual the Soviets are also signalling their continued dis- 
pleasure at being totally excluded from the current efforts to 

peace to the Middle East. They are trying their best, with 
the help of their Arab friends, to revive the Geneva Conference. 
They have recently received unexpected support for this idea. 
from King Hussein. 

There are also some voices in Washington calling for a re- 
examination of the SALT’ Il treaty, arguing that the treaty will not 
lead to ἃ real reduction in defence costs. Rather the arms race 
will continue and in.view of the growth of Soviet power, there 
will be need for new and very costly weapons systems. 

The U.S. is also becoming increasingly alarmed over the 
Soviet role in promoting local conflicts and tensions in Africa 
and more recently in Iran. Last month Russia again challenged 
the U.S. by basing nuclear carrying MIG 28's in Cuba.” 

The U.S. does not insist on a ‘‘target date’’ for SALT, and 
could use the present pause to re-examine its relations with the 
Soviet Union in other areas, before resuming the talks. To use a 
familiar American formula that we have often heard recently;

This trust is par- 
ticularly necessary because other 
forces operate on the negotiators as 
soon as they get together — away 
from their constituents. Among 
these is the need and wish to enter 
into a meaningful relationahip with 
the opponent. This relationship 
creates 2 new factor, and one which 
oils the wheels of the negotiating 
process. 

Perhaps this is one aspect which 
does not stand up well to the glare of 
publicity at home.
